FRIENDLY GREETINGS. 


Forms of Salutation Employed in 
Different Countries. 


The Americap and English Mode of Hand- 
Shaking—Lands Where Hat-Lifting Is 
the Recognized Form-The Impet- 
uous Moorish Salute. 


In walking down a busy thoroughfare an 
observer can not help remarking the differ- 
ent manners in which the various travelers, 
pedestrians, or otherwise greet one another, 
says the London Globe. Among the Anglo- 
Saxon race, as typified by the Americans 
and English, the most common and general 
salutation is that of shaking hands. This 
is, of course, only done on coming in close 
contact, and but once in a day with the 
same person is sufficient. So peculiarly En- 
glish is it held to be by Buropean cortinen- 
tal nations, that if a man wishes to be par- 
ticularly attentive toa traveler from Great 
Britain or America he will insist on shak- 
ing hands with him as often as he can get 
the chance. There are those who claim to 


way in which he gives dis hand.~ Even if 
it is not possible for the people to approach 
near enough for this frieud!/y grip, the man- 
ner in which one person recognizes anotber 


watches her ciosely to see whether sbe will 
bow to him. If so, off goes his hat. Hardly 
two men, however, do this simple’act in the 
same way. One flourishes it at arm’s 
length; another hardly raises it from his 
head; a third exposes his side, as if he were 
asking a charity, while a fourth seems 
frightened lest by some mischance he should 
disarrange his hair. The fair lady, too, 
does not always return the salute in the 
same way. 

Cross the channel, however, and one is in 
a land where hat-Lfting is the recognized 
salutation. It appears at first curious toa 
native of American or English soil to see a 
not too-clean coal-heaver or peddler solemn- 
ly raise his head covering—it does not al- 
Ways amount to as much as a hat—to an 
equally dirty brother workman with an air 
many young dudes might énvy, but in time 
one fails to notice such things. On enter- 
ing and leaving a shop, no matter how 
small, the polite man again uncovers his 
head, while each of these actions is always 
accompanied by an appropriate word of 
greeting. The peasants in Spain, in the 
country, on meeting a stranger offer him as 
a salutation a portion of the bread they al- 
ways carry with them. Of course it is re- 
fused with thanks, and great would be the 
astonishment of the would-be donor were 
it accepted. In Germany—in fact, pretty 
well allover the continent—to pass a man or 
woman on a country road without saying a 
friendly greeting is looked upon as very im- 
polite, and the person doing so would cer- 
tainly be regarded as a stranger. Among 
the French and Belgians especially the hab- 


itof men embracing one another is quite | 


common, a father and son, or two intimate | 
friends, thinking nothing of falling into each 
other’s arms and kissing in public. 

The Malays and other Polynesians salute 
by smelling. This is performed by rubbing 
noses. A former resident of New Zealand 
says that on meeting after an abseuce of 
some time two Maories seize hands and rub 
noses violently, at the same time loudly 
weeping, presumably from the pleasure of 
seeing each other, or perhaps from the pain 
of friction. In India the Buddhist salute by 
lowering the palm of the right hand and 
bringing it up toward the face, at the same 
time saying; ‘‘ Ram, ram chair.’”’ The Mo- 
hamedans do; the same, but simply say: 
‘‘Salaam.’’ This is only done in either case 
by members of the same faith. The saluta- 
tuon 18 always maae, too, with the right 
hand, to use the left being considered an in- 
sult. These Eastern nations have a strong 
objection to uncovering the head, but, on 
the other hand, consider it exceedingly dis- 
respectful to enter the presence of a 
superior with the feet covered. The Chi- 
nese have a regular code of salutations, 
eight in number, which define the propér 
amount of respect to be’paid to different in- 
dividuals. The one which is perhaps most 
familiar to us is that when at the new year 
the Chinaman clasps his hands together 
and, gently bowing, wishes his friends the 
compliments of the seasen. Two curious 
greetings which these people have among 
themselves are those of asking each other: 
*“* Have you eaten rice?’ and “Is your stom- 
ach in good order?’’ The Japanese show 
respect on meeting by bending the knee, 
though in the street they only make a feint 
of so doing. Thisis the general salute, but 
there are many others which are required 
from inferiors on encountering those of 
higher positions. 

A stranger coming among the Moors for

however, he would find that this is the 
Moorish way of welcoming a stranger. 
Natives of the gold coast have still another 
mode of salutation. They lower their robe 
from the left shoulder with the right hand, 
and gracefully bow, though if it is a great 
man they salute, and they wish to be par- 
ticularly respectful, the whole robe is re- 
moved, exposing the breast. Egyptians 
greet one another with a remark peculiar to 
their country: “How goes the perspira- 
tion?’’ ‘The military salute required in 
nearly all civilized countries is nearly the 
same. Perhaps in Germany, however, the 
re sare somewhat more stringent. 
A soldier on meeting the Emperor has to 
stand still, face about, and remain with 
hand raised for from twelve to twenty 
paces before his Majesty approaches to the 
same distance after he has passed. In Bel- 
gium an officer has to dothe same for the 
King, and subalterns for Generals, though 
ten paces only are required for the latter 
case, Soldiers carrying any thing so that 
their hands are occupied salute with their 
eyes—that is, they turn their heads in the 
direction of the person coming and going. 
French officers raise their caps to each 
other, but the privates do as the privates in 
other armies do.

A SOLDIER’S STORY. 


He Avers Emphatically That the Dead 
Can Feel the Cold. - 

The night of December 31, 1862, was an 
exceedingly cold one in the vicinity of Mur- 
freesboro, Tenn. The first day’s battle at 
Stone river had been fought, resulting in 
disaster to the Federal army, which had 
been driven from its original ground at 
every point except its extreme left. 

The weary troops at this point lay behind 
a railway embankment, which had served 
them during the last hours of the fight as a 
breastwork to repel repeated charges of 
the enemy. aie abe 

Behind the line the ground was open and 
rocky, says the San Francisco Examiner. 
Great bowlders lay about everywhere, and 
among them lay many of the Federal dead, 
where they had been carried out of the way. 

Before the embankment the dead of both 
armies lay ereatly thicker, but they were 
not molested. It was not avery dark night, 
being clear. 

Among the dead in the bowlders lay one 
whom nobody knew, a Federal sergeant, 
shot directly in the center of the forehead. 
One of our surgeons, from idle chriosity, or,

@ group of officers during a lull in the en- 
gagement (we needed something to divert 
our minds), had dropped his probe clean 
through the head. 

The body lay on its back, its chin in the 
air, and with straightened limbs, as rigid as 
steel; frost on its white face and its beard 
and hair.

Those whom the chill prevented from 
sleeping nevertheless reclined as they shiv- 
ered or sat with their heads on their arms, 
suffering, but making no sign. Every one 
had lost friends and all expected death on 
the morrow.

In beginninu® his ad- 
dress one night, he had made an allusion to 
the American flag, the p!casure of secing it 
in foreign countries, and what a disgrace it 
would be to have its promises of truth belied 
by the Yreenback.. The period was happily 
received, and after being carefully devcl- 
oped was used once more in public speeches, 
being reported naturally verbatim in some 
of the newspapers. One.night the Senator 
went down inte Norfolk-County intending 
to use the flag paragraph as a peroration once 
more: » He was introduced by a lively young 
man, one who made several compliment- 


ary allusions to what he had done in public 


life and for the party. Finally he came to 
the close. ‘‘Senator Hoar, who. only the 
other night said so eloquently, as you will 
remember,’’ —. and then the lively young 
man recited verbatim and entire Mr. Hoar’s 
peroration making the point on the Amer- 
ican flag. 

Governor Long hadalittle bit of just 
such experience in the Garfield campaign. 
The Governor had one pet section of his 
speech, which he had wrought out with 
care and patience, and which had been very 
happily greeted, on the whole. He ‘had em- 
ployed it on two or three occasions, notably 
at Augusta, when Frye, Hawley, Burrows, 
of Michigan, and others were present. 
Later, he had an invitation to goto Michi- 
gan to speak at Kalamazoo, Mr. Burrows’ 
home. The invitation was accepted and the 
speech was made, being very cordially and 
enthusiastically received. Mr. Burrows 
was absent, speaking in some other town. 

hen the meeting was over one of the 
audience stepped up to Governor Long 
and, after congratulating him on his effort, 
said : 
“If it isn’t too impertinent, may Il ask if 
you evef used that peroratio fore?”’ 

““ Ye., onee or twice; perhaps more?”’ 

‘‘ Did you ever use it where Mr. Burrows 
was present?”’ 

“Yes; why?” 

** Well, he does not give it nearly so well 
as you do.”’ 

Judge Devens and Judge Aldrich went 
stumping together out in the western end 
of the State in the early Free-soil days, and 
atone of their adventures another good 
story runs. They spoke at Clinton one 
night. Neither of them were judges then, 
solemn and dignified, portly. They were 
active, energetic, alive with interest in the 
struggle of the day. The day after the 
Clinton meeting Judge Devens was found 
enthusiastic. 

‘‘Good morning; fine meeting,’’ said he. 
“Plenty of enthusiasm. I was pretty well 
received, if 1 do say it. 1 had one deserip- 
tion which seemed to please them.’’ 

Then he went on to tell how he had com- 
pared the rise of the new party to Venus 
coming from thesea. The turbulent storm 
of old parties was cheering up, and from 
the toil and turmoil was arising this beauti- 
ful creature. 

The next night Judge Devens came out of 
the meeting disappointed, perturbed. 
‘* What is the trouble!’ asked some one. 

‘Trouble? I should say so. We went in 
there and sat down, and that rascal Al- 
drich went coolly to the front and raised my 
Venus from the sea!’”’ 


THE EMPEROR WILLIAM. 


An Anecdote of the Venerable Ruler of 
the German Empire. 

A newspaper man’s reminiscences of 
majesty have been given to the world un- 
derthe title, ‘“‘ Monarchs I Have Met,’’ by 

. Beatty Kingston. Uere is a bit about 
the Emperor William, from the book: ; 

‘‘He really loves soldiering. Most men

| People Who Make Money. by Shamming 


Illness in the Stree 

On the sidewalk lay a suautabiobekieg 
woman, apparently suffering great pain, 
says the New York World. ‘She was poorly 
dressed, and looked so pleadingly at the 
surrounding spectatcrs that many ladies 
were prompted to give her money. In a 
little while an ambulance arrived, the 
surgeon jumped out, and the crowd fell 
back to let him approach the woman. But 
as soon as he saw her face with a look of 
disgust he returned to the ambulance and 
refused to take her to the hospital. The 
crowd got indignant, and several of the 
ladies suggested-yarious kinds of punish- 
ment for the surgeon who had left the 
‘*poor sick woman.’’ on the sidewalk, refus- 
ing her medical aid. , In order to better ex- 
press their condemnation of the su®geon’s 
conduct many of them gave the woman 
more money. On thedeparture of the am- 
bulance the woman seemed to get better. 
She stood up and walked afew steps. Some 
one asked her if she could walk home, and 
she said she thought she coull.. The crowd 
dispersed and the woman started through 
Thirteenth street, The reporter followed. 
When Third avenue was reached the wom- 
an entered a saloon and there drank two 
glasses of whisky. 

The reporter then called on the ambulance 
surgeon who refused to take the woman, 
and who is connected with one of the lead- 
ing hospitals. In response to questions the 
surgeon said: ‘‘That woman is an old-time 
‘hospital fake.’ As soon as her purse is 
low she will pick out some busy part of 
Broadway, fall down, and pretend to be ill. 
She eats snuff, which makes her look death- 
ly white for awhile, and this helps to excite 
sympathy. Passers-by will, through sym- 
pathy, give her money. You see it is a reg- 
ular business with her. I have had her sev- 


} eral times, and so has every hospital in this 


city. She causes ambulance surgeons po 
end of trouble.”’ 

‘‘Have you many of these ‘ hospital fakes’ 
to contend with?” asked the reporter. 

“Why, yes, lots of them,’’ responded the 
surgeon. ‘There is a man who simulates 
apoplexy so well that he can almost deceive 
a physician. He makes money by doing so. 
He generally falls in prominent places, and 
on the arrival of an ambulance immediately 
recovers. Another case is that of a young 
woman who pretends to have a gastric ul- 
cer. She is familiar withthe symptoms, 
and will fall in the street and pretend to be 
suffering great pain. The money she col- 
lects she uses to purchase drink and mor- 
phine. 

“Then there is a case of @ man who 
simulates paralysis so well that you can 
puncture his limb with a knife or a needle 
without a muscle in his body twitching. 
This fellow is an old-timer and well known 
in all the hospitals. The difficulty with 
these ‘fakes’ is that when one of them is 
really sick and an ambulance is summoned 
the surgeon is apt to think them shamming, 
and then they are left.”

PUTTING ON GLOVES. 


Never Do It When Your Hands Are Warm 
or Damp. 

A great deal depends on the first putting 
on of gloves, says the Dry-Goods Chronicle. 
Have the hands perfectly clean, dry and 
cool, and never put on new gloves while the 
hands are warm or damp. Where.a person 
is troubled with moist hands it is well to 
powder them before trying on the gloves; 
but, in most cases, if the hands are dry and 
cool, this is not needed. First work on the 
fingers, keeping the thumb outside of the 
glove and the. wrist of the glove turned 
back. When the fingers are in smoothly 
putin the thumb and work the glove on 
very carefully, then, placing the elbow on 
the knee, work on the hand. When this is 
done, smooth down the wrist and button the 
second button first, then the third, and so 
on to the end. Then smooth down the whole 
glove and fasten the first button. Fasten- 
ing the first button last when putting ona
